MINUTES OF THE CONFERENCE. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING— FIRST DAY. 

The Southwest Missouri Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
convened in the Fortieth Session at the Central Church, Webb City, Missouri, 
Wednesday morning, 9 o’clock, September 14, 1910. 

Bishop Collins Denny of Nashville, Tennessee, read the morning lesson, from 
Christ’s sermon on the Mount, and addressed the Conference. 

The roll was called by Doctor C. C. Woods, the former secretary, and the 
following were present: (See roll.) 

Doctor Woods was then elected secretary, with the following assistants: E. K.

Sullens and J. T. Pinnell. 

C. W. Moore, with J. C. Rawlings as assistant, was elected to publish the Con- 
ference Minutes. 

The business hours were fixed at 9 to 12 o’clock a. m. and six pews at the 
front of the church were constituted as the Conference bar. 

The annual committees were elected on nomination of the presiding elders. 
(See nominations.) 

The usual reports concerning the connectional interests of the Church were 
received and referred. 

By vote of the Conference the calling of the roll was ordered dispensed with 
after the next session. 

Under the Twentieth Question, “Are all the preachers blameless in their life 
and official administration?” the name of W. O. Troutman was called, and his 
presiding elder reported that a committee to investigate certain charges had found 
a trial necessary. The trial committee was appointed as follows: W. H. Comer, 

chairman; J. E. Alexander, J. E. McDonald, S. G. Welborn, J. R. Strong, L. F. 
Shook, R. N. Allen, P. H. Linn, J. W. Owen and W. A. McClanahan. C. H. Briggs 
was appointed to represent the Church in the trial, and W. C. Hill was appointed 
as secretary to the committee. 

Continuing the Twentieth Question, M. Adkisson, J. W. Bond, J. D. Landreth, 
W. D. Stewart, W. S. Woodard, J. Tillery, W. L. McGuire, J. A. Matthews, M. 
Bahrenburg, J. P. Caldwell J. L. Hagler, J. G. L. 'Mitchell, J. C. Shackelford, L. H. 
Vandiver, J. T. Loyall, J. L. D. Blevans, W. T. Eastwood, J. King, W. M. McAllister, 
J. Spencer, H. D. Hogan, A. J. Moore, W. K. White, Perry Long, T. D. Payne, G. H. 
Green, W. B. Cobb, J. E. Harney, J. D. Wood and H. I. Miller were referred for 
the superannuated relation. 

C. W. Scarritt, J. M. Clark, T. M. Cobb, T. P. Cobb, M. Larkin, N. M. Dowdy 
and J. C. Morris w r ere referred for the supernumerary relation. 

J. B. Ellis w r as left in the effective relation, and C. W. Thorpe and W. T. Gill 
were announced as having died during the year. 

Doctor A. J. Lamar of the Publishing House was introduced and represented 
the several interests of the House. Doctor A. J. Moore of the Anti-Saloon League 
and others were also introduced. 

C. W. Moore reported the Institutional work in Kansas City and was granted 
leave of absence. 

The usual announcements were made and Conference adjourned with the bene- 
diction by Bishop Denny. 
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THURSDAY MORNING— SECOND DAY. 

Conference convened pursuant to adjournment at 9 o’clock, and the devotional 
service was led by Rev. F. M. Burton, after which the Bishop delivered an address 
based on the 103rd Psalm. 

The minutes of the previous session were read and approved. The roll of 
absentees was then called and the following were noted as having come in since 
the roll was called: (See roll.) 

By request of the chariman, Rev. W # H. Comer, the name of W. A. McClanahan 
was substituted for that of J. M. England on the trial committee in the case of 
W. O. Troutman. 

The Bishop then announced F. G. Crandall, G. T. Overton, Doctor J. R. Brown, 
Samuel Orr and Captain G. M. Jones as constituting the committee of laymen to 
receive and consider the communication from Doctor C. F. Reid. 

The Second Question was called, “Who remain on trial?” George W. Ellis, 
Rufus E. Holloway, Harry P. Jones, Walter H. Smith and S. K. Hogan, being 
approved by the committee of examination, were advanced to the class of the second 
year. 

The next question called was the Tenth, “What traveling preachers are elected 
de_cons?” Harry Crouch Green, John Rice Scott, William Ernest Sullens, James 
T. Pinnell, Merritt Milton Sooter and Henry Salley were duly elected. Harry P. 
Jones, as a missionary in Japan, was also elected to deacon’s orders. Harry Miles 
Johnson, Edgar I. Ailor and David I. Slipher had not been before the examining 
committee and were continued in the second year. Wesley M. Smith, missionary 
in China, was called and announcement was made that he had passed the examina- 
tions of the entire course of study. 

The Twelfth Question was then called, “What local preachers are elected 
deacons?” In answer thereto, William Henry King from the Springfield district, 
George Bertrum Snapp from the Western district, Charles Buchanan Adams from 
the Kansas City district, Ernest Clay Webb from the Nashville district, Tennessee 
Conference, being recommended in due form, were elected. 

The recalling of the Twenty-second Question was continued, and the several 
presiding elders reported their districts. 

Motion was made and carried to extend the time until an item of business was 
finished. 

Leave of absence was granted to R. B. Freeman and John W. Hendrix. 

John Score was placed on the committee of admissions for R. F. Lyon. 

By resolution, the Conference voted to attend the corner-stone laying of the 
Jane Chinn Memorial Hospital at 3 o’clock Friday afternoon. 

Doctor C. D. Bulla, Superintendent of the adult Bible class department of our 
Sunday school work, was introduced to the Conference and made an address. He 
was announced to make an address at the evening hour. Several brethren from 
Arkansas and Oklahoma, Doctor C. F. Reid, Doctor W. W. Pinson and Doctor 
Stonewall Anderson were also introduced. 

Two papers touching the disposition of the Scarritt College property and the 
action of the directors in the matter were received and laid on the table for dis- 
cussion at the next session. 

The presenec of President Webb of Central College was noted. 

Conference adjourned with the benediction by Doctor O. E. Goddard. 




FRIDAY MORNING— THIRD DAY. 

Conference was called to order and Rev. W. M. Rader conducted the religious 
service, after which Bishop Denny delivered the second morning lecture on the 
103rd Psalm. 

The minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 

Paul H. Linn then presented a paper touching the Troutman case, and the 
Bishop took the points raised under advisement. 

On motion, the report touching the matter of the Scarritt College property was 
taken from tne table. After discussion by Doctor Woods, Docor Winton, W. C. 
Hill and others, said reports were laid on the table indefinitely, and the vote stood 
on division 69 to 36. 

Question One, “Who are admitted to trial?” was called. Henry Lewis DuPree 
from the Kansas City district, Robert Martyr Hawkins from the St. Louis district, 
St. Louis Conference; William Henry King from the Springfield district, Ernest 
Clay Webb from the Joplin district, Mark Crowberger Magers from the Lexington 
district, George Bertrum Snapp, from the Western district, being recommended in 
due form, were received regularly into the traveling connection. 
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The Bishop ciien called Question Eight, “Who are received from other churches 
as traveling preachers?” Edgar Lee Hunt, being recommended in orders from the 
Christian Union Church and by the Joplin District Conference, was duly received 
into the traveling connection. 

The Fourth Question was then called, “Who are received into full connection?” 
Harry Crouch Green, John Rice Scott, William Ernest Sullens, James Tilden 
Pinnell, Merritt Milton Sooter, Charles Elbert Ruyle and Henry Salley were 
addressed by the Bishop and duly admitted. 

During the session Bishop Denny made a call for funds to be used in prosecut- 
ing the work in the Western district, and a collection amounting to about $325 was 
received. 

Miss Howell of the Scarritt Bible and Training School was introduced and 
spoke to the Conference. Also Doctor Kirkbridge of the American Bible Society. 

Conference adojurned with the benediction by Doctor Pinson. 



SATURDAY MORNING— FOURTH DAY. 

Conference met at the appointed time and place with Bishop Denny in the 
chair. The religious service was conducted by Rev. John Score, and the Bishop 
continued the morning addresses on the 103rd Psalm. 

The minutes were read and approved. . * 

Doctor C. C. Woods moved a reconsideration on the Scarritt property matter, 
and it was so ordered. After some discussion, the report from the Scarritt- 
Morrisville Board, which had been laid on the table, was adopted. 

Question One was recalled, and Sylvester Judson Stonger from the Joplin 
district was received on trial in the traveling connection. 

Question Nine was then called, “Who are the deacons of one year?” Richard 
B. Freeman and George E. Hargis were advanced in due form to the fourth year. 
William W. Alexander and John W. Riley had not been before the committee, and 
were continued for that reason. A. J.' Gearheard was announced as having been 
transferred. C. M. Simpson was announced as having passed his examination at 
the Texas Conference and as entitled to examination in the fourth year. 

The Bishop then called the Fourteenth Question, “What traveling preachers 
are elected elders?” Isaac Edgar Wood, John K. Beery and Samuel Brooks were 
duly elected. Claude M. Simpson and Ira Karr were advanced as local elders. 

Question Sixteen was then called, “What local preachers are elected elders?” 
William B. Schoggin, Springfield district, w r as properly recommended and elected. 

Question Five was called, “Who are readmitted?” Louis Clausiel Perry from 
the Springfield district was readmitted. 

The next item was Question Eighteen, “Who are located this year?” Answer: 
Creed Bryant Day, at his own request. 

Doctor C. F. Reid addressed the Conference touching the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement. 

The report from the committee on the Laymen’s Movement was adopted. 

The Bishop then read his rulings in the Troutman case. (See paper.) 

Question Twenty-two was continued and the preachers of the Kansas City, 
Lexington, Joplin and Marshall districts were called, their reports made and their 
characters duly passed. 

Doctor Briggs asked the privilege of presenting the list of appropriations made 
by the Joint Board, and read the list, which was adopted. 

Time was then extended for the further transaction of business. 

Motion, “That when we adjourn, we adjourn to meet in memorial session, 
Sunday afternoon at 3 o’clock,” was carried. 

Question Forty-eight was called, “Where shall the next session of the Con- 
ference be held?” An invitation was received from Marshall, and was accepted 
with one accord. 

Doctor Criss of the M. E. Church, B. D. Sipple and D. R. Shackelford of the 
Missouri Conference, I. K. Waller of the Oklahoma Conference and Rev. Mr. Gordon 
of the M. E. Church were introduced. President G. M. Gibson of Central College 
for Women addressed the Conference. * 

The announcement of Sunday appointments was made and the benediction was 
pronounced by I. K. Waller of the Oklahoma Conference. 

SUNDAY AFTERNOON— FIFTH DAY. 

Conference met in memorial session Sunday afternoon at 3 o’clock, Bishop 
Denny presiding, and was opened with religious services conducted by Rev. W. S. 
Woodard. 
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The Twenty-first Question was called, “What preachers have died during the 
year?” Answer: W. T. Gill and C. W. Thorpe. Brief sketches of the lives and 

labors of these departed brethren were read by W. S. Woodard of the committee 
on memoirs. Sketches were read also of Mrs. C. N. Scrivener and Mrs. R. C. 
Dryden, after which touching tributes were spoken by C. C. Woods, W. T. McClure, 
W. H. Comer and others. 

Under the Fifteenth Question, “What traveling preachers are ordained elders?” 
the Bishop, assisted by C. C. Woods, C. H. Briggs, H. M. Dobbs and C. N. Scrivener, 
conducted the ordination service by which Isaac Edgar Wood, Samuel Brooks and 
John K. Beery were set apart to the office and work of elders in the Church of God. 

Conference then adjourned.

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MONDAY MORNING— SIXTH DAY. 

Devotional services conducted by Rev. J. W. Payne, after which the Bishop 
read and addressed the Conference on the 103rd -Psalm. Bishop Denny then called 
the conference to order, and the minutes of the Saturday morning and Sunday 
afternoon memorial sessions were read and approved. 

Rev. W. H. Comer read some resolutions relating to the history of the Western 
Conference, which were adopted. (See resolutions.) 

Doctor J. H. Pritchett and Rev. E. J. Hunt, Dean Dutton and E. B. Sapp of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church were introduced to the Conference. 

The Bishop resumed question Twenty-two, and the Western and Nevada dis- 
tricts were called, and all the preachers’ characters were passed. 

Question Three, “Who are discontinued?” None. 

Question Six, “Who are received from transfer from other Conferences?” 
Grover Cleveland Acre and John W. Budd, from Missouri Conference; William 
Grant Pike, Arkansas Conference; W. D. Blaylock, Illinois Conference* Earl H. 
Orear, Tennessee Conference, and T. J. Norseworthy, Little Rock Conference. 

Question Seven, “What local preachers received from other churches?” None. 

Question, “Who is elected Lay Leader?” Perry S. Rader. 

Question, “What are the educational statistics?” (See answer.) 

The Treasurer presented his report, which answered questions 32, 33, 34, 35, 
and 37. (See report.)

B. D. Sipple, agent for Central College; Judge John A. Rich, chairman of the Board 
of Curators of Central College, and Bishop Collins Denny, the report, on a division, 
was adopted by a vote of 41 to 30. 

W. W. Alexander was recommended for an appointment to Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, and Earnest Clay Webb to the Yale Divinity School, which recommenda- 
tions were confirmed by the Conference’. i 

Resolutions of thanks, presented by Doctor C. C. Woods, were adopted. 

Rev. W. G. Beasley was elected to preach the sermon to the undergraduates 
at the next annual session. 

Rev. C. H. Briggs was elected Conference Treasurer and Rev. R. M. Hawkins 
was elected his assistant. 

Statement concerning Conference Annual was read for the information of the 
Conference. 

The following Boards and Committees read their reports, which were adopted 
without discussion: Board of Missions, Board of Church Extension, Sunday School 

Board, Epworth League Board, Bible Society Board, Committees on Conference 
Relations, Auditing, Books and Periodicals, District Conference Journals, Sabbath 
Observance, Temperance, and the Methodist Benevolent Association. 

On motion by Rev. W. T. McClure, the agreement entered into by a number 
of the pastors two years ago, to give 3 percent on salary to aid in establishing a 
school at Saltillo, Mexico, was dissolved. 

A resolution setting aside the evening hours of the next annual session for 
evangelistic services was presented. After some discussion, a substitute was adopted 
which requests the committee on public worship at the next session to set aside 
the evenings for such purpose when it is possible only. 

A list of the various quadrennial boards and committees was announced and 
elected as presented. 

The Bishop called for the reading of the minutes of the morning session, which 
were adopted, after which he announced Hymn 547, and called upon Rev. T. P. 
Cobb to lead in prayer. 

Question Forty-six was then called. (See appointments.)

The Board w r as very much gratified to have with us Doctor Anderson of 
Arkansas, General^ESecretary of the Board of Education, who by his wisdom, counsel 
and his Christian, brotherly spirit won for himself a warm place in the hearts of 
every member of the Board. The Secretary spoke of the great need of larger 
endowment for our colleges, as peing of vital importance to the growth and main- 
tenance of the same. He also called the attention of the Board to the important 
work being done by the Correspondence School at Nashville, and urged us to bring 
this matter before you and emphasize the success it has attained, and urge upon 
you in every way possible to assist in enlarging and increasing the interest in the 
school. He made mention of the fact of an endowment of the Board of Education, 
such as was outlined and partially planned by Doctor Hammond, former Secretary 
of the Board. This Board heartily endorses the movement. (See minutes of last 
year. ) 

We were glad to have with us President Webb of Central College, who addressed 
the Board in the interest of the college. The Secretary, Rev. B. D. Sipple, and 
Judge John A. Rich were also present. The report of these brethren indicates a 
bright future for the college. The faculty consists of strong men, of whom any 
institution might be proud. It is no longer a question of Central’s relations to the 
church. It is our college, established and maintained by the church for the highest 
end. The church cannot hope for the highest success or attainment without the 
help of the young men, trained for their life’s wmrk in Central College, and with 
the wealth in our church in this grand old State, it should be the effort and pride 
of every Methodist to work and pray until the endowment is sufficient to secure its 
permanency for all time to come. To this end let us hope and labor. We are en- 
couraged very much, by the efficient and effective work of B. D # Sipple, the 
secretary of the college.

Hill, and 

Whereas, in pursuance to said call and notice, a meeting of the Board of

Whereas, W. J. Catron, of Neosho, Missouri; D. P. Weems, of Newtonia, 
Missouri; M. E. Benton, of Neosho, Missouri; O. A. Moss, of Neosho, Mis- 
souri, and S. H. Keller, of Neosho, Missouri, were the members of said Board 
of Curators who failed and refused to comply with the orders made by this 
Conference at its last Annual Session, and 

Whereas, The said above named members of the Board of Curators of Scarritt 
Collegiate Institute are answerable to this Conference for their failure to com- 
ply with its orders, 

Now, therefore be it 

Resolved, That they are hereby removed from the Board of Curators of 
Scarritt Collegiate Institute, and their positions and places on said Board are 
hereby declared vacant; and

Morrisville, Missouri; O. C. Jackson, of Morrisville, Missouri; Sim Beam, of 
Springfield, Missouri; S. Nilson, of Webb City, Missouri; C. T. Hall, of Carthage, 
iuissouri, be named to fill the vacancies made by the removal of the Curators 
designated in the last foregoing resolution; and

resisted the payment of said funds in a suit whieh was tried in the Circuit Cotart 
of Barton County, Missouri, and which resulted in a judgment against the Board 
of Curators of Scarritt Collegiate Institute, and 

Whereas, By order of the Court made at that Ifrme, the said Board of 
Curators was directed to pay said funds over to the Trustees of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, of Carthage, Missouri, and 

Whereas, Said officers and members of the Board of Curators above referred 
to failed and refused to obey the order of said Court and failed and refused to 
obey the orders of this Conference made at its last Session, to pay over said funds, 
but appealed from the judgment of said Circuit Court of Barton County, Missouri 
which appeal is now pending in the Supreme Court of Missouri at Jefferson City, 
Missouri, 



Now, therefore be it. 

Resolved, That this Conference, in regular session, hereby directs I 
and orders the Board of Curators of Scarritt Collegiate Institute to take such 
steps as are necessary to dismiss the appeal now ponding in the Supreme I 
Court of Missouri, in the name of said Board of Curators, and finally, be it 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be certified to the Supreme Court I 
of Missouri in order that it may understand that the appeal pending in that Court I 
in the name of the Board of Curators of Scarritt Collegiate Institute does not rep- 
resent the action of that Board of Curators, and that the Board of Curators, by 
virtue of these Resolutions, adopted in Conference, and by virtue of its own 
action, asks that the appeal now pending be dismissed by that Court, and that 
the judgment of the Circuit Court of Barton County disposing of these funds be

We hereby respectfully submit to Bishop Collins Denny for official decision j 
the following points involved in the case of W. O. Troutman: — 

Under charges of immorality said Troutman through his presiding elder ten- ' 
dered to the Conference his credentials, and declared his purpose to withdraw from 
the ministry and membership of the Church as appears from the following com- 
munication: — l 

(Copy) 

Owing to a conclusion reached by a committee composed of C. H. Briggs, Jacob 
Shook and R. J. Kyle, that a trial is necesasry on a charge of improper conduct, 
and realizing the evidence is of such a nature as to make it difficult to meet at 
the present, I now surrender my credentials looking to the time when further devel- 
opments will clear me of all charges in the indictment. 

I furthermore state that my certificate of elder’s orders was misplaced at 
Kansas City at the Conference held September, 1909, and that I have never re- 
ceived it. I promise to turn over to the presiding elder of the Springfield District 
this certificate should it come into my possession, and now surrender all claim 
upon it. 

I will send at once to my presiding elder my license to preach and my certifi- 
cate of deacon’s orders. I earnestly request the brethren of the committee and the 
members of the Southwest Missouri Conference to give me the benefit of all doubts 
until facts show to the world my innocence of this charge.

The presiding Bishop stated that the accused could not escape a formal trial 
by withdrawing from the ministry of the Church after a committee of investigation 
had judged a trial necessary in his case, had suspended him from the ministry 
and had presented against him a charge of immorality; and the presiding Bishop 
appointed a committee of trial. The committee of trial after hearing the case * 
returned a verdict of not guilty. 

We therefore ask 

(1) After said decision by the presiding Bishop that the surrender of cre- 
dentials and declaration of purpose to withdraw from the ministry of the Church 
could not bar a trial, and after the subsequent acquittal by the committee of trial, 
does the suspension ordered by the committee of investigation terminate, and does 
said Troutman’s membership in the Annual Conference continue uninterrupted? 
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(2) Was said Troutman a member of the Conference during the sitting of 
the trial committee? If not a member, could he be expelled from the Conference, 
if found guilty? If a member at the time of trial, at what time, in law, did that 
connection cease? 

(3) If his membership in the Annual Conference has ceased, what legal pro- 
cess is necessary in order to remove his name from the roll of membership? 

(4) If his membership in the Annual Conference continues, does he remain 
as a preacher in orders, or as one who has lost his ordination? 

(5) If a minister has become inefficient for the work of a traveling preacher 
through the publicity attending a trial for immorality, is the proper legal method 
of his disposal a motion to locate without consent?

ANSWER. 

(1) The verdict of acquittal by a committee of trial does not in itself alone 
restore to membership in an Annual Conference a preacher who, with a formal 
charge of immorality presented against him by a committee of investigation, has 
withdrawn from the ministry of the Church. 

(2) During the sitting of the committee of trial the accused was answerable 
to the Church for his life and official administration up to the time of his with- 
drawal from the ministry of the Church. 

The remaining questions are hypothetical, and under the law of our Church 
the Bishop presiding in an Annual Conference has no authority to give a legal 
decision of a hypothetical question.

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REPORT OF METHODIST BENEVOLENT ASSOCIATION. 

The Board of Directors of the Methodist Benevolent Association and the 
Preachers’ Aid Society submit the following report:

THORP. 

Charles William Thorp was born in Holt County, Missouri, November 5, 1840, 
converted and joined the M. E. Church, South, in August, 1857, in Nodaway 
County, married in the same county Januarj’- 27, 1859; licensed to preach in 1873, 
and joined the Western Conference the same year. 

His appointments were: Troy Circuit 3 years, Leavenworth Circuit 2 years, 

Shawnee Circuit 1, White Church Circuit 1, Hillsdale Circuit 4, Effingham Circuit 
2, Talmage and Nebraska City 2, Holton Circuit 3, Augusta Circuit 4, Elk City 
Circuit 1, Bucyrus Circuit 1, Bronson 1. The above 25 years of effective work 
brought him to 1898 and to superannuation. Soon after he superannuated he 
moved to Marysville, Mo., and made his home there. After resting three years he 
supplied Forest City Circuit two years. Two years later he supplied Gosneyville 
Circuit one year. These last two charges were in the Missouri Conference. 

Brother Thorp spent last winter in California. In March while in the depot 
at Los Angeles, he and his wife ready to start to Oregon to spend the summer, and 
his daughter to start back to her home in Missouri, the chariot from above, drawn 
by angels of light, paused before him and he entered that and rode triumphantly 
to his heavenly home. “He was an earnest Christian, a successful minister, and 
his will not be a starless crown in the new Jerusalem.” 

He lived nearly seventy years and was a preacher thirty-seven.
